TO RELIEVE CONGESTION 





Will Touch Every East Side 
Line and Make Use of 
Thebes Bridge. 


Civil engineers are mapping out a 
route for a belt line railway along the 
Illinois bank of the Mississippi iver 
to relieve the present freight conges- 
tion of railways running into East Si. 
Louis. 

The line, which has been incorporated 
under the title of the S¢@. Louis and. 
Illinois Belt Railway, is planned to ex-} 
tend from a point north of East St. 
Louis to one south along. the river 
front, reaching every railway on the 
Illinois side which is now part of the 
Terminal Association. E. ©. Conrades 
is. president of the corporation. Donk 
Bros., coal operators; Otto Stifel and 
other St. Louis capitalists are interested 
in the enterprise. 

Since the project was launched, much 
secrecy has been observed by the pro- 
moters, as it. Was necessary to obtain 
options on’ land, for the right-of-way. 
Engineers made several preliminary sur- 
veys to aid in choosing the route of the 
belt line. 

The plarfs are said to provide a north- 
ern terminus at Alfon,and. Thebes as 
the southern terminus. This would en- 
.able the company to handle freight 
along the East Side and carry it acfoss 
the river by means of the Thebes 
Bridge. 

In the absence of President Conrades, 
who is in Chicago, a Post-Dispatch re- 
porter interviewed E. C. Donk, presi- 
dent of Donk Bros.

After Bocklage had been led back to 
the cage the second wife made an- 
other effort to talk to him, but the 
first wife was already close to the 
wire screen, where she remained un- 
til he, with other prisoners, was led 
downstairs to the Jail. 

After he went into court Monday and 
agreed to plead guilty and accept a sen- 


tence of two years in the Penitentiary, 


Bocklage withdrew the plea when he 
was informed it would not act as a bar 
to subsequent prosecution on other 
charges.

office brandishes over him. 

The Post-Dispatch correspondent is in- 
formed, at the Colonial office, that up 
to the time of writing not a word from 
Swettenham, regarding the letter, has 
been received there. 

So, during his silence and lacking an 
explanation from him, the Minister's 
faint hopes are vanishing. In fact, the 
letter and every cae aspect of the in- 
has caused consternation here. 
The vast majority of persons cannot 
believe that the Governor sent such a 
missive to the Admiral; are only too 
anxious to doubt its authe nticity. 

The Times voices the general public 
sentiment wiien it says that the only 
excuse possible for such a letter is that 
Gov. Swettenham was overcome by 

strain and excitement when he wrote it. 

But the impression grows that Gov. 
Swettenham is treating the colonial of- 
fice with disdain. This impression is 

gptrengthened by the fact that the news- 
paper reports of the earthquake were 
several hours earlier than his, and when 
his reports finally came the colonia! of- 
fice criticised them as inadequate. Be- 
sides, there is internal evidence to prove 
that Swettenham wrote the letter’ to 
Admiral Davis. 

The Governor bears wwe reputation of 
being blunt to rudeness. He has passed 
all his life in ruling ‘‘subject races,”’ 
and his naturally domineering tempera- 
ment has been accentuated by that ex- 
perience. 

Swettenham is well known in the colo- 
nial service as a rabid jingo fire-eater. 
He has a particularly morbid dislike of 
Americans and a fear of the growing 
power of the United States in the Ca- 
ribbean Sea. He _ protested = strongly 
against the withdrawing of certain Brit- 
ish warships from West Indian naval 
stations, which was carried out in pur- 
suance of the new policy of concentra- 
tion adopted by the naval and military 
experts of the council of the imperial 
defense. 

Swettenham’s Ni 
Swettenham’s mind is 
‘ith the idea that West*‘Indies are des- 

ed to be absorbed by the United 
States. He contended that the diminu- 
tion of the visible naval power in weat 
Indian waters would grievously impair 
British prestige, hasten the Americani- 
zation of that region and hurry the 
realization of the nightmare Which 
haunts him.

The Governor has Supporters even 
among the newspapers. The Globe, 
while acknowledging that “‘the Arperi- 
cans’ intentions were good,"’ justifies 
Swettenham’ s repudiation of the Ameri- 
cans’ services on the ground that “it 
would be an intolerable humiliation to 
have British colonists succored by for- 
eign warships.” 

Behind this attitude stands partisan 
politics, of course. The jingoes had 
been denouncing the present govern- 
me nt for diminishing the navy. 

“The first fruits of this policy!” they 

mock now. ‘‘No British warships were 
at Kingston; the suffering Jamaicans 
had to deperd on foreign aid.’ 

The Government cannot overlook G 
Swettenham’s conduct, the best in- 
formed politicians believe. Indeed, it 
is possible, that relying on jingo sup- 
port at home, he may adopt such an at- 
titude as will compel the Government to 
remove him. 

The message to the American State 
Department, put as coming from him, 
indicates that Swettenham is beginning 
to “climb down.’ But that cannot eave 
him from receiving a severe trepuke, 
which will mean the termination of his 
official career after a short time. 

British Press Comments, 

The Daily Chronicle this morning de- 
scribes what the British public regards, 
in slang phrase, as Gov. Swettenham’s 
“rummy” letter to Admiral Davis, as 
amazing and adds: 

“It exhibits temper where tact 
wanted; it is lacking in dignity, in 
straint and in good feeling It can 
hardiy be read except as a piece of 
studied offensiveness. It is a deplorable 
document; in the wrong, even if he was 
in the right before.”’ 

The Standard says: “Perhaps trouble 
would be saved if we assumed forth- 
with that Rear Admiral Davis was a 
trifte too energetic and Gov. Swettenham 
unduly tenacious of his prerogative.’’ 

Most of the morning newspapers seem 
to regard the incident as already virtu- 
ally settled, or at any rate, they say ‘the 
tension of the crisis has been relleved 
by the admirably toned dispatches ex 
changed between the Governments of 
Great Britain and the United States. 
Some of them add that the most charit- 
able view is that the Governor was 
suffering from ‘‘nervous’ breakdown’’ 
when he wrote the letter.

Young Woman Fought Pluckily 
When Attacked by the 
Robbers. 


Mrs. Margaret Lockwood of 5233 Ver- 
non avenue recovered Tuesday the jew- 
elry and the bag which two negro 
youths snatched from her after a strug- 
gle, in which she nearly knocked one 
of the negroes down. Monday. evening 
at Union and Vernon avenues. Her 
father, Richard R. Sandusky, at whose 
home she lives, found the bag in an 
alley between Vernon and Raymond 
avenues, into which the negroes had 
run after committing the robbery.

Dodged Second Blow. 

He dodged the second blow and Mrs. 
knocked off his hat. Then 
with a jerk he tore the bag from her 
grasp, breaking the handles, and calling 
to his companion, ran east in Vernon 
avenue. 

Mrs. Lockwood picked up the hat and 
ran after them, screaming. She pursued 
them as far as her father’s home, into 
which she turned and told of the rob- 
bery.

FOR NEW CRIMINAL COURT. 


Prendergast’s Bill Seeks to Re- 
lieve Congestion.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan. 22.—Senator 
Prendergast introduced today a bill cre- 
ating’ a Criminal Court in the city of St.

It was 
opposed by Senator Fulton, the only 
Republican Senator from Oregon, who 
preferred charges against Mr. Bristol.

They must be 
disereet and experienced real estate 
owners of the city of St. Louis of a 
prior residence in the city of 10 years. 
‘They are appointed by the circuit judg¢s 
annually the second Monday in March 
and their meetings begin the third Mon- 
day in March. Real estate owners con- 
sider a service on the board a distinct 
honor and there is never a dearth of 
gocd men from whom the circuit judges 
may ake their selections. The pay ot 
$5 a day is, however, too small. The 
Board of License Revision gets $10 a day 
and their duties are no more arduous

In January, 1906, the Carnegie Hero Fund Com. 
mission found that there was a deartn of heroes, no 
awards having been made for three months. The 
stories of the awards for heroic acts in and around 





St. Louis, in recent issues of the Post-Dispatch, seem 
to Show that no such complaint can be made at this 
time. 

With one or two exceptions, the persons who have 
received medals or grants of money from the $5,000,- 
090 Carnegie hero fund have performed acts which, 
though heroic, have not been especially spectacular. 
Inthe line of duty, stimulated by no applauding 
public, men and women, boys and girls, have risked 
their lives as a matter of course.

To grief and worry over her invalidism the poet at- 
tributed the dissipated habits which in life most interfered with his success, and 
after death were used by Pharisee and Philistine to minimize his fame. 

Mrs. Poe died in 1847 in the now celebrated cottage at Fordham. It has been 
said that on the day of her death the poverty-ridden household without 
fuei, and in order to keep her warm the poet sat at her feet and the large fam- 
ily cat lay across her chest.

very recent case there was an article 

occupying nearly half a column in the 

Post-Dispatch in which it was stated 

that the low gear was set for eight 

miles an hour and the high gear for o 

miles an hour. These statements are en- 

tirely misleading to the average reader 

and are totally ridiculous to the man 

understanding automobiles. 

The gasoline motor generates its 
power only when working at a fairly 
high speed, and the transmission of the 
power from the engine to the driving 
wheels is one of the greatest problems 


in automobile construction. The best so- 
lution of this problem that has been 
discovered up to the present time is 
What is called the sliding gear trans- 
mission, which is usually three speeds 
forward. and one reverse, while on some 
of the latest models of high-powered 
cars there are four speeds forward. 

To move the car from a dead stand- 
Btill without a serious jerk, that 
would be an injury to the car or a 
Breat discomfort to its occupants, a 
very low gear is used in the trans- 
mission, for starting. The second speed 
or intermediate is a hill climbing gear 
for use on excessively bad, roads or 
excessively steep hills. The ving of 
the car under all ordinary conditions 
is done on _~ third speed, which is 
universally direct drive from the 
engine to the rear axle, cutting out 
the intermediate gears of the trans- 
mission. The speed of the car is con- 
troHed entirely by the speed of the 
engine, which in turn is controlled 
by the advancing and retarding of the 
spark, and the opening and closing of 
the throttle. A really first-class auto- 
mobile will drive along the level with 
the use of so little gasoline that the 
throttle can be almost closed, and for 
inatance, to maintain a speed of eight 
miles an hour up the grade from 
Vandeventer avenue to Grand avenue 
on Olive or Lindell avenue would re- 
Quire the advancement of the spark 
and the opening of the throttle to an 
extent that would give 40 miles an 
hour on the level, and if the car were 
adjusted so that it was impossible to 
zo more than eight miles an hour on 
the level, it would be impossible to 
climb that grade at all. 

The automobile industry is a large 
one. St. Louis is the poorest automo- 
bile city in the United States in com- 

farison to its size, and this condition 

s largely due to the attitude of the 
manors of St. Loule e automo- 
bile dealers of St. I#@Mis do less news- 
paper advertising han any of the 
other cities of anything Iike its pop- 
ulation, and the great reason for it Is 
that the newspapers assume a posi- 
tion antagonistic to the automobile 
trade, and in turn their ,.position seems 
to be due mainly to i@norance of ac- 
tual automobile conditions. 

There are inconsiderate owners and 
drivers of automobiles who disregard 
the rights and safety of others, but 
they are a very small minority and 
are a no g@feater percentage than are 
the reckless and inconsiderate drivers 
of horses, and are a very much less 
percentage than the reckless and in- 
considerate drivers of street cars 

The automobile is one of the great de- 
velopments of the present age, and the 
investment in this industry at the pres- 
ent time amounts into millions, and at 
the same time it is only a small fraction 
of what the Investment will be in the 
near future.

Ninety new engines—75 for freight and 
15 tor passenger service—have just been 
ordered by the Burlington for 1907 de- 
livery. The 15 passenger locomotives 
are of the Pacific type and belong to 
the ‘‘S1’’ class. 

Ready for service, the new monsters 
weigh 376,000 pounds and are over 75 feet 
long; their drive wheels, six in number, 
are 74 inches high. The tender holds 8000 
— of water and 26,000 pounds of 
Coal. 

rhe freight engines are a trifle lighter 
—a matter of some 8000 pounds—but this 
is not apparenc to the casual observer. 
They weigh only 368,000 pounds and are 
well adap‘ed for fast service, They are 
73 feet lony, have six drivers and carry 
in their tenders 8000 gallons of water and 
32,009 pound; of coal. 

With the delivery of the new engines 
the Burlington will have 45 “Sl"’ class 
passenger engings and 175 ‘‘R5S’ freight 
engines. They are considered the best 
locomotives ever built for their respec- 
tive branches of service. The American 
Locomotive Co. is the builder of the 90 
new engines.
